Every one of the insurgents de-. 
dared, however, that they we»o sim­ 
ply voting to postpone the inevitable j 
in order to give the regulars lim e to J 
propose a compromise, and not one of 
them renounced his allegiance to tile . 
cause of the allies 
Representative Norris sd d : 
“ The 
fight will be won. 
This postponement 
does not detract from the advantage 
gained by the insurgents. 
I have no ) 
criticism to make of any insurgent 
who voted to postpone 
The only pur­ 
pose wa.; to give another opportunity 
for compromise.” 
Representatives Volstead and M iller 
of Minnesota. Insurgents, who voted 
to postpone, both declared there was 
not one of their number who had 
yielded an inch, or who would consent 
to a compromise that would florin it 
the speaker to be a member cf the ; 
new committee on rules. 
Representative 
Hamilton

New York said: 
“ W e w ill permit the 
new committee to he named by the 
Republican caucus, but we will not 
accept the speaker of the house as a 
member of the committee. 
The in­ 
surgents are a unit on this.” 


Hopes for a Compromise. 


Representative Tawney, who mar­ 
shaled the regular forces in the day’s 
battle, expressed the hope that some 
sort of a compromise would be effect­ 
ed. 
“ W e are endeavoring to reach a 
compromise,” he said, “ and I am hop­ 
ing for the best.” 
Anything that will not give the in­ 
surgents and Democrats an undisputed 
and unqualified victory w ill be satis­ 
factory to the regulars as a compro­ 
mise.

Rochester, N. Y., March 19.— Presi­ 
dent Taft announced here that a com­ 
plete 
agreement 
had 
been reached 
with France on all tariff differences and 
that at Albany he would sign a proc­ 
lamation giving to France the 25 p r 
cent reduction of rates provided for 
In the Payne-Aldrich bill. 
President 
Taft 
received 
a 
long 
cipher dispatch from Secretary Knox 
conveying the contents of a cablegram 
from France which indicated that the 
proposition made by the United States 
had practically been accepted. France 
had agreed with the United States on 
96 per cent of imported articles and 
in lieu of an agreement on the remain­ 
ing 4 per cent was willing to grant still 
further concessions in the list already 
agreed to. 
Because of the high increase of du­ 
ties on champagnes it had been pre­ 
dicted that a tariff war with France 
was almost certain.

ing performance. 
Sim ple aston ish m en t 
w as tile first 
sensation of the audience at the veri­ 
sim ilitud e o f Hie barnyard characters. 
But no one k n ew bow it had been 
done. 
T h e com pany o f actors and a c ­ 
tresses of the Porte St. Martin appear­ 
ed 
as 
roosters 
and 
liens 
and 
even 
chicks; 
there 
w ere o w ls and 
black­ 
birds. 
ducks, 
geese, 
rabbits, 
frogs, 
ph easants and guinea liens, a peacock 
and turkeys and the farm watchdog. 
H ow w as it done? 


Months of Preparation. 
T he tiling took m onths of prepara­ 
tion. urn! t lie difficulties to be overcom e 
w ere Innumerable and w ithou t prece­ 
dent. 
Each character of tin* drama 
has to have a separate d ev ice invented 
in order that its im personation should 
becom e possible. 
Each difficulty w as 
overcom e in turn. One of tile most d if ­ 
ficult of the characters to portray so 
that verisim ilitude should be retained 
w as that of the w atchd og Patou.

actor could go through a w h ole play 
on all fours and go on doing any a ct­ 
ing 
after 
the 
first 
fifteen 
minutes. 
Som eth in g had to be done to g ive tin* 
actor an unright position aud still have 
a four legged dog. 
T h e d evice invented for this charac­ 
ter, rem arkably well played by Jean 
Coquelin, while it perm itted 
him to 
stand upright, still m ade it necessary 
fur him to mind bis p's an d q ’s dur­ 
ing the w hole course of the play's ac­ 
tion 
T he dog represented is a sh ep ­ 
herd. 
and 
the 
vertical 
height 
from 
head to fore feet is that o f a man. 
quclin iii this stood up. tiis head w ith ­ 
in the casin g of the d o g ’s head. but tie 
w a s com pelled to hold his arm s sligh t­ 
ly backw ard and his palm s turned in 
(he sam e direction. 
In each hand lie 
held one end of a steel wire, running 
over tiny pulleys d ow n the inner side 
of the hind legs to ju st below the mid 
die joint. 
W henever 
he started 
to 
walk w ith ins ow n legs he suited the 
action o f tin* dog's hind legs to his 
ow n by m eans of the wires. 


Wonderful Devices. 
O f course tile kennel for Patou w as 
o f corresponding size.
